for unregistered local voters to enroll, 
by traveling this summer to various 
centers throughout the county. Their 
days for the Main Line: 

September 26, 27, 28, 29 and 30 in 
the Township Building, Ardmore; and 
September 26 and 27 in the Borough 
Hall, Narberth. 

Hours: 2.H0 to 5 P. M. and 6 to 
S.:t0 P. M.. Daylight Saving Time. 

Per new law, voters w'ho have not 
registered since the Permanent Regis- 
tration Act of VStf must qualify now 
in order to exercise their franchise 
this fall. 

In a statement from the Montgom- 
ery County Registration Commission, 
voters are warned that under this 
new law you can vote only if you are 
registered. 

"Voters already registered who 
have changed "their address since their 
registration may make application to 
the registrars to have present ad- 
dresses placed upon the record," the 
commissioners said. "It is necessary, 
under the Permanent Registration 
Act, that voters keep their address 
records correct." 

"At elections, voters whose regis- 
tration cards do not bear the correct 
addresses must be refused ballots ac- 
cording to the new law. 

"In addition to the schedule of 
registration days in Lower Merion 
Township, the main office in^orris- 
town will be open daily between 8 A. 
M. and 4 P. M. except Saturdays, 
when the office closes at noon. 

"Registration business may be 
transacted at the Court House until 
noon on October 8, the last day to 
register before the November 8 elec- 
tion." 



St. David's 224th Anniversary Was 
Celebrated With Special Services 



St. David's or Radnor Protestant 
Episcopal Church, having been erected 
in 1715, is one of the interesting his- 
torical landmarks in Pennsylvania. 
Situated in a little valley at the junc- 
tion of three of the oldest townships 
—Radnor, Newtown and Easttown — 
its simple beauty has attracted thou- 
sands of visitors from this country 
and abroad. 

Surrounded by ancestral graves, the 
tiny shrine today presents a picture 
of peace and contentment far removed 
from the hustle and bustle of twen- 
tieth century life. Longfellow ex- 
pressed it in these words: 
What an Image of peace and rest 

la thiB little church among its graves! 
All is eo quiet; the troubles breast, 
The wounded spirit, the heart oppressed, 

Here may And the repose it craves. 

Many interesting incidents arc 
connected with the church. Once, a 
robbery related by the American 
Weekly Mercury, of Philadelphia, 



under date of July 12, 1742, is unique' 
in that it gives some idea of old Col- 
onial church furnishings: ) 
"Some time last week the church 
in Radnor Township, Chester County, 
was broke open and a chest therein 
which was bound round with iron 
hoops was also broke open and the 
following goods stolen out of same,' 
viz: One large folio Bible almost new. 
with cuts and the Arms of the Hon- 
orable Society in it and writing in ^ 
several places, one quarto Bible al- 
most new, one black gown made of 
fine Spanish cloth, one chalice, two 
plates and one Bason being stamped j 
Radnor Church. Whosoever will ap-j 
prehend and secure the felons so that' 
they may be brought to justice shall 
receive five pounds as a reward from 
the minister and wardens of the said, 
church."

During the Ke\ nlut ion, it is said. 
nmnUis often passed without any re 
lifjious services heintf held in th< 
church. At various times hoth 
American and Hritish soldiers mad* 
it their headquarters. During" tht 
encampment of the Americans in R.m 
nor Township all the leaden sashe 
then supporting the small diamond 
shaped panes of clear tflass in tin 
church are said to have been cut out 
and melded into hullets. A silver 
Communion set presented by Queen 
Anne to the church also is said to 
have disappeared at this time. 

Tradition also relates that in a 
thick tfrove of cedar* occupying the 
site of the old parsonage, Major Gen- 
eral Ciray marshalled some of his 
troops before his murderous 
on Wayne's Division at Paoli 
nitfht of September 20, 1777. 

A more probable story stales that 
sixteen unknown victims of the Hatth 
* ofc;ihe Brandywine, who had (\\<><l at i 
nearby farm houses, were buried ir j 
the little hollow west of the church - 
gallery steps.
